Berlin, January 22.—Germany re- 

fuses to participate in any repara- 
tions mediation parley unless Great 
KIiritain, and possibly the United 
States, are represented. 

Chancellor Cuno Monday rejected 
the mediation offer of Premier Ben- 
ito Mussolini, of Italy, on the ground 
that it would be useless to discuss 
reparatious and th@ Ruhr situation 
unless all the signafories of the Ver- 
sailles treaty were present et the 
conference, 

Germany, the note dispatched to 
Mussolini, declared, desired the op- 
portunity to explain her last repara- 
tions offer to all the allies. Germany 
gent representatives to the Allied 
l’remiers’ conference which met in 
I'aris, but the representatives of the 
entente refused to allow them to ex- 
plain the plan conceived by Cuno. 

The government, by rejecting Mus- 
solini’s offer to arbitrate the Franco- 
Gerinan impasse in the Ruhr, appar- 
ently was guided by advices from 
Iondon which stated that Great Brit- 
nin did not eonsider the time ripe for 
the calling of a confetence.

“IT am charged in this indictment 
with having joined a gigantic con- 
spiracy to conceal and parcel out for 
corrupt personal profit the entire 
building program of the war depart- 
ment during the late war. The charge 
is that I was engaged in such a plot 
to make money out of my position 
at the expense of the nation and that 
by so doing I obstructed the proper 
conduct of the war—even as the in- 
dictment says, to the producing of the 
sickness.and death of soldiers. 

“The facts are that I never profited 
one cent by the trust imposed in me 
by the country. No such conspiracy

Atlanta's unusually low death rate, 
that has placed this city in the fore- 
front among healthful communities, 
bas been considerably affected during 
the past three weeks by an influenza 
epidemic that has taken a toll of ap- 
proximately 312 lives, according to Dr. 
J. P. Kennedy, city health officer.

While the mortality figures are 
still lower than some other mrunici- 
palities where the epidemic has been 
raging, there haye been almost three 
times as many deaths during the first 
three weeks of January this year than 
during the same period last year, Dr.

Atlanta’s normal weekly death rate 
averages around 34, he said, while 
the first week in January showed 106 
deaths; the second 102, and the past 
week 104 deaths.

Paris, January 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Papers found in the 
possession of Germaine Berthon, 20- 
year-old woman anarchist, who today 
shot and killed Marius Plateau, re- 
porter of the royalist newspaper 
L’Action Francaise and wounded her- 
self slightly, lead the police to be- 
live, they say, that she was implicated 
in the bomb explosion in the Paris 
home of Myron T. Herrick, American 
ambassador, in October, 1921. 

The police say the papers also indi- 
cate that she was an associate of Gus- 
tave Bouvet, the anarchist who last 
July shot at A. Nadin, prefect of po- 
lice, believing him to be President 
Millerand. Bouvet was sentenced a. 
five years’ imprisonment January 8 
for this crime. 

Plateau besides being one of the re- 
porters on L’Action Franciase was 
also the leader of a newspaper asso- 
ciation known as the King’s Camelots, 
a band of young royalists prepared to 
render any service such as selling. a 
royalist newspaper at any place vr 
meeting where its opponents wére 
demonstrating.

Nordau has been ill for a Jong time. 
At his bedside when death came were 
his wife and his daughter, Maxa. 

Max Simon Nordau was born at 
Budapest July 29, 1849, of Jewish 
parentage. He practiced medicine in 
Budapest until 1880, when he went 
to Paris. There, in addition to his 
medical work he studied art, litera- 
ture and social ‘questions. 

His notable works include “Degen 
eration,” “Conventional Lies of Man- 
kind,” “Paradoxes,” 
the Third Republic” and qa Jewish 
play, “Dr. Kohn.” 


In 1897 Dr. Nordau was called by 
Dr. Herzi, founder of political zion- 
ism, to aid Herz) in propagating the 
zionist idea. From the first zionist 
congress at Basle in 1897, and for 
several succeeding congresses Nor- 
dau’s survey of Jewish conditions in 
all lands was regarded as the keynote 
address of those gatherings. His in- 
terest in zionism continued unabated 
to the last, although he gave up ac- 
tive leadership during the years fol- 
lowing the world war, both by reason 
of the state of his health and because 
of disagreement with some of the pol- 
icies of the present leaders.

Peace Treaty Accepted. 

The treaty of peace was accepted 
by Germany, after nearly a year of 
debate, and she renewed this accept- 
ance through the reichstag vote of 
March 10, 1921. ‘The treaty is severe, 
she says, and yet it does not impose 
upon the vanquished the costs of the 
war, though France bad them imposed 
upon her in 1871, and, owing to this, 
profound financial and economic dir 
orders still unsettle the allied nations, 
crushed under the arrears of their 
debts. 

What of the French occupation of 
the Rhineland? Well, for three years 
forty-five of the French departments 
were occupied, nor did the German 
troops evacuate them until the war 
indemnity had been paid.

To at- 
tempt this play, though, would be 
stupid unless the catcher and second 
baseman were” both accurate throw- 
ers and able to get the ball away 
quickly. Amateurs could bardly do 
that. 

In the last World’s series both the 
Giants and Yanks made the play by 
taking a chance on the long throw. 
In a college game, where the players 
are not so expert, the short throw 
seems to work better. 

Another play, used merely as a sur- 
'nrise, is for the pitcher to intercept 
the throw and whip it right back to 
the catcher. 

Still another system that we worked 
successfully, and it took Wilbert Rob- 
inson to do it, was for the catcher 
to make a lhluff as if to throw to 
second. Instead he turns and whips 
the ball to third, catching the run- 
ner off the bag. That play can not 
be worked too often. Otherwise the 
other side will get wise and sign the 
man on third to stick to his bag. If 
he did so both runners would be safe. 
It is up to the nimble mind of the 
eatcher to decide which play to make 
and act simultaneously with his 
thought. 

It was not so much the originality 
of these various plays that counted 
with the Orioles. It was the perfec- 
tion with which they were carried out. 
We studied those things out at night 
and practised them repeatedly in the 
mornings. 

IT IS EASIER 
TO STEAL THIRD. 

Though it never seemed to strike 
ball players that way, it is reaily 
‘easier to make a steal of third than 
'of second. That was one of my long 
‘suits. It was rare that I was ever 
‘thrown out stealing third. In fact, 
‘no ball player ought to be thrown out. 
| His eve should tell him when to start. 
His judgment of time and distance 
must be naturadly accurate. In other 
words, he should never start for third 
until he has sufficient lead. He is 
able to get that lead by being behind 
the pitcher. If he has the lead then 
there is no excuse for his being 
thrown out. If he does miss it is be- 
cause his judgment fs bad. 

Fred Merkle was not what one 
could call a very fast man on a sprint 
| but he was an adept at stealing third 
i base. He never ~ started unless he 
had the right dead. Once started he 
rarely missed. And, to steal third is 
of enormous advantage. 

There is no doubt but that the art 
of base running has fallen into decline 
due to the lively ball. That is one of 
the questions asked by those who

They seem to weave themselves into the richest and 
most poignant of our emotions and to endure long after the memories 
of sight and sound. 

A whiff of mignonette, and there comes a series of memories as 
clear and alive as the day we stood in the dew-sprinkled garden and 
stored them away in layers of sunshine and soft floating clouds and 
Sweet companionship. 

The piney odor of a broken box brings with it the whole north 
woods, and one is off to the long silences and the woodsy smells, One 
Senses anew the drowsy perfume of young hemlock in the sun, swal- 
lows thirstily as the choky odor of the sassafras fills the nose, and draws 
long intakes of the perfume that rises from the groundlings, a rich 
blend of pennyroyal and mint and wild thyme and damp moss strewn 
with pine needles. 

Follow your nose and it leads to a blessed, restful sweetness. That 

is, if when you were young, somebody who loved you and wanted very 
much to bestow great riches upon you and endow you with. imperishable 
wealth, took you by the hand and led you to the fields and woods and 
waters. 
Took you to where the wind carried the scent of the earth to your | 
nostrils and showed you the way to smell out the secrets of the growing 
things. Gathered and placed in your hand the sweet-smelling things of 
field and garden and forest. Taught you to draw deep breaths of the 
Sea-scented air and to sniff the delicate odors of wee white violets. All 
this was yours, if somebody loved you enough. 

Sometimes | fear that the children are losing the power to smell. 
Perhaps that is because most of the children | meet are city reared and 
have had to cease to smell in self protection. Hot pavements and gaso-. 
line and defiled rubbish were not among the odors of that first garden 
and the children of men turn from them. 

But are there to be none other for them? If there is no other way, 
have the sweet-smelling things that grow gathered and sent to you 
from time to time, so that the children may get a whiff of their fragrant | 
inheritance. Give them a knowledge of and a taste for the sweet, clean | 
Smells. You'll be doing more than you dream of for them when you do. | 

And when you are selecting a summer-camp for the children, that. 
they may get their bit of outdoor education, ask the director what pro- | 
vision he has made for the nosings of the children. Can he teach them. 
to smell their way to a pine grove? To water? To camp fire? Will they. 
be able to follow their noses a little way on the trail of the earth’s sweet-. 
ness? It leads to health and safety and happiness. Much happiness. |

chamber of the tomb of Tut-ankh- 
amen was dissipated today by the 
visit of Dr. Alan Gardiner, greatest 
British authority on anc ient Egyptian 
language and script.

Knocking about somewhere in the 
eastern Mediterranean there is a par- 
ticularly fine bunch of American sail- 
ors who might be well fixed in this 
world’s goods today—if they hadn't 
been typical American sailors. They 
were the gobs who represented Ameri- 
ca, and about all of civilization that 
was still functioning, in those recent 
days when rapine, fire and massacre 
were abroad in Smyrna. One little 
incident, one of many, comes to my 
mind. A fat Greek merchant, one of 
the kind especially prized as rich pick- 
ing by the Turks, came rushing doWn 
to the quay where gobs were perform- 
ing their evacuation duty. It was on

In the same neighbor- 
hood, representatives of another gov- 
ernment had set up a table and were 
selling passports publicly in the street, 
lying passports, for whatever the 
frightened refugees were willing to 
pay, regardless of the fact that the 
governinent behind the passports had 
no way of giving the promised pro- 
tection. The American sailors knew 
this, and they knew also that a mere 
promise to pass a refugee out to one 
of the American ships in ‘the harbor 
would bring many times their little 
forty dollars a month. They played 
the game according to the rules set 
by Washington naval officers in Smyr- 
na. “Hei-di, hei-di!” they said, when 
bribes were waved in their faces. It 
was about the only Turkish phrase 
they knew: they used it on every 
occasion and it seemed to fit espec- 
ially well as applied to the bribery 
stuff. 

One of these days there will be 
n big reunion of the men who served 
under Admiral Bristol’s command 
through those terrific days in the Near 
East, and doubtless the password will 
be the same Turkish phrase, “Hei-dl, 


! hei-di!” It is the most graphic term 
added to navy slang since the univer- 
sal “‘toute-suite” of the early days of 
the great war and seems likely to be- 
come even more popular. 


Baseball Methods in Saving Babies. 


But the gobs discarded the ‘*hei-di> 
hei-di” stuft when. it came to evacuat- 
ing the thousands of children, of ail 
uges, who, thanks to America, were 
taken away from certain death in the 
ruined city. Sailors carrying babie> 
were common'sights. The baby might 
be upside down, for the United States 
navy does not go in for nursery train- 
ing, but the look on the gob’s face 
as he strolled along indicated he haa 
personal feelings of responsibility that 
were not unpleasant. A woman would 
be trudging along with all her worldly 
possessions on her back, a_ baby 
in her arms, two or three more 
hanging on to her skirts, and a geenral 
mixture of dirt and despair covering 
all of them. Then aiong would come 
a gob and remark, with several gobbish 
adjectives, “here, give me that kid!” 
The mothers didn’t understand the lan- 
guage, but they did understand the in- 
tentions and their gratitude was heart- 
breaking to see. It would’ have been 
heart-breaking, at least, if heart-break- 
ing sights hadn't been so common that 
nothing could “‘feaze’”’ a man very much 
after a-day or so of it. 

The gobs hated to carry bundles, 
although they would do it if it came 
to a pinch, but carrying babies seem- 
ed to he accepted as a part of their 
job. A gob with a baby came in for 
a good amount of “kidding” from 
fellow-gobs who passed him, and he 
repaid the kidders in the best Ameri- 
can sailor repartee. There was bumor 
a good deal of it, in the midst of the 
destruction. 

A kind of climax, both of humor and 
of tragedy, came when _ terrified 
mothers began throwing their babies 
over a high iron picket fence that 
guarded the approach to the pier from 
which American ships were taking off 
the refugees. 

There was, of course, an awful jam 
at the gate in the fence, with salva- 
tion on the one side of it and misery 
and death on the other. Women 
fought and screamed to get through 
with their precious children. They 
were far more anxious to save their 
babies than to save themselves. Fjnally 
frenzied mothers began throwing chil- 
dren over the fence in the mad hope 
that, if they weren’t killed when they 
landed on the other side, they would 
be saved. It seemed impessible to 
stop the performance so several gobs 
applied baseball technique to the sit- 
uation. 

“All right, old dame,” they would 
yell when they saw a mother preparing 
to throw her baby. “Put ’er here!” 
“Right over to centerfield—over the 
fence is out! Atta boy!” 

A special baby-catching detail, un- 
officially assigned, was kept busy 
eatching kids. for a good part of each 
day the jam lasted.

Paris, January —(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The French govern- 
ment has shown further disposition 
to heal the breach with the vatican 


authorizing the Institute vf the Broth- 
ers of Christian Schools to re-estab- 
lish headquarters in France and op- 
erate sixteen institutions designed to 
train missionaries to develop French 
influence in the colonies and abroad. 

The bill was filed in the chamber 
about the end of December, but in the 
excitement attending the budget de- 
bate and the Ruhr plans, its : ignifi- 
cance is only now realized. This is 
the third step in the long-sought-for 
reconcilation between France and 
Rome. The first was the govern- 
ment’s appointment of an ambassador 
to the vatican; this was tempora 
and without parliamentary approval, 
but it now seems certain that the 
post is definitely restored, and, with 
it, diplomatic relations. 

The second step was the recent or- 
der to lease a government building to 
the Saint Sulpice order. A _ broad 
law again granting Catholic orders 
some of their old rights has been 
forecast by high ecclesiastics, but 
this has not been submitted by the 
government.
